"When subject matter, disclosed but not claimed in a patent or 
application publication filed jointly by S and another, is claimed in a later application filed by S, the joint patent or application publication is 
a valid reference >under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e)< unless overcome by affidavit or declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 or an unequivocal 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 by 8 that he/she conceived or invented the subject matter disclosed in the patent or application 
publication and relied on in the rejection. In re DeBaun, 687F.2d 459, 214 USPQ933 (CCPA 1982). See MPEP § 716.10 for a discussion 
of the use of 37 CFR 1 .132 affidavits or declarations to overcome rejections by establishing that the subject matter relied on in the patent 
or application publication was the invention of the applicant.
